At 10 am. yesterday, in Capt. Seaman’s

PEDRO GARCIA 

was sworn: I live on Buena Vista street, 
and have lived in Los Angeles thirty-seven 
years. I vuted at the election, November 2, 
1886, the Democratic ticket. Mr. Sanchez 
asked me to vote that ticket up town at the 
4 I received $2 from Sanchez to vote 
ticket. He paid it to me in the wagon 


Where I was sitting on the day of election. 


Ne furnished me the ticket to vote. One of 
the Dominguez boys spoke to me about not 
coming here to testify. It isthe one I call 
Jacoby. He used to be a policeman. 
Cross-examined: It was the old Sanchez 
that —— me for voting. I don’t know his 
first name. I have seen him many times in 
town. A knoy him by sight only. A gentle- 
man who lives up town was with me in the 
wagon when the money was paid me. I 
don’t know his name, but I can bring him, 


if necessary. 

Dominguez came and asked me not to 
testify the day that Noberto and 1 were to- 
gether. I don't remember what day. He 
Called me aside, near the bank at the public 
fountain, and spoke to me about it. I have 
never been conv of petit larceny. Yes, 
in May, 1885, I was found guilty of stealing 
garden hose. 


H. c. WEINER 
sworn: I live in the Baker block. I voted 
at the White House at the election in No- 
vember last between 7:30 and 8 o’clock. 
There were eight or ten men in line then. 
I noticed that the voting was very slow. 

Cross-examined: It took me ten or fifteen 

minutes to vote from the time I got in line. 
8. ARGUELLO 
sworn: I was born here. Was a policeman 
in November last and was at the White 
House polls on election day. I went there 
about 9:30 o’clock, voted, and then took care 
of the post. It took me twenty or twenty- 
five minutes to vote. I did not see any un- 
fairness on the part of the election officers, 
nor any hindering of voting on their 
There was a man named Sepulveda there 
and he created some trouble, so that I had 
to goand remove him. That was 2 
took me so long. I noticed one of the Bil- 
derrains, Ignacio, pull two or three men out 
of line and talk tothem.

There is much 
to be said pro and con, and somethings 
have not been said which probably 
ought to be. 

There is nobody so deaf and dumb 
and blind and few so imbecile that 
they are not aware of the fact that the 
whole of Southern California is enjoy- 
ing a most unprecedented boom. The 
flood-gates. of immigration have been 


ern people are flowing in with a volunre 
which can only be compared to a deep 
and broad and swift-flowingriver. Los 
Angeles, San Diego, San Bernardino 
and Santa Barbara have felt the im- 
pulse of growth from center to circum- 


cities rapidly doubling in population and 
wealth, but smaller towns are growing 
into cities, settlements into towns, and 
hitherto unoccupied lands into settle- 
ments. It is an era of grand develop- 
ment, and every right-minded man, 
whether his individual interests are 
great or small, must rejoice at the 
spectacle. 

But many, no doubt, seribusly ask 
themselves the guestion, How long is 
this sort of thing going to last? When 
is the bottom going to fall out? Isn’t 
the boom assuming an unhealthy aspect, 
and isn’t it about time for conservative 
men to begin to hedge? 

We are inclined to attribute to the 
boom, so-called, a greater strength and 
staying power than is apparent at first 
sight, and for these reasons: 
First—There is solid merit in this 
country. The climate is everything 
that is claimed for it, and the lands 
yield high-class products which render 
them intrinsically valuable. There are, 
besides, possibilities in trade, i. manu- 
factures, in mining that thus tar have 
been only dreamed of. 
Second—The era of settlement, de- 
velopment and wealth-making is 
already so thoroughly under way that 
nothing short of a universal calamity— 
war, pestilence, financial pahic, earth- 
quake or deluge—can stay it. 

Third—The reservoir of our im- 
migration is so vast in wealth and 
people that the stream flowing hither- 
ward, though large, is not likely to 
lessen or exhaust it. 

We draw from the entire United 
States, and the United States draws 
from the world. The star of empire, 
which has been steadily taking its way 
westward since the glory of Media and 
Persia faded, is here in its zenith. 

Hitherto the attraction of Southern 
California has been mainly that of a 
pleasant country—a land that grows 


‘oranges and is good for consumptives. 


That is what started the earlier pil- 
grims to our shores, and doubtless that 
will continue to draw as long as these 
conditions remain. But a far more 
potent factor has lately been evolved 
in the reputation which Southern Cali- 
fornia is gaining throughout the length 
and breadth of the land asa place in 
which to make money. Nothing suc- 
ceeds like success. Depend upon it ten 
people will come to gain wealth where 
one comes to seek a rural pursuit or to 
recover his health. And thus the boom 
grows with what it feeds on and stimu- 
lates its appetite with eating. 

With these conditions well under- 
stood, and the fact granted that we 
have a grand country—one calculated 
to sustain ten times the population that 
now occupies it—what is there to make 
us apprehensive lest the bottom fall 
out? Nothing. And all our people 
need do is to go on developing, with un- 
faltering faith in their future reward. 

But—— 

Because all this is true,we should not 
go crazy. It will not do to let a little 
prosperity turn our heads. We should 
specially impress ourselves with the 
fact that there is a limit’to all things, 
even to real-estate values. The correct 
basis for estimating the worth of prop- 
erty may be arrived at by asking the 
question, What is the amount of money 
it may be made to pay interest on? 
Everything, to be self-sustaining and 
intrinsically valuable, must be produc- 
tive. If not presently productive, it 
must be susceptible of conversion into 
interest-paying property. Otherwise 
its value is merely esthetic or fanciful. 
Values of the latter sort are uncertain 
and dangerous. For example, during 
the tulip craze in Holland the price of 
a single bulb went as high as $12,000, 
but the man who paid that figure got 
stuck. In the more recent live-stock 
craze in this country a woman paid 
$40,000 for a single cow; but she will 
never see the color of that monéy 
again. In the bric-a-brac craze. $18,000 
was paid for a peach-blow vase; but 
the buyer was a fool. 

There are three ways of buying real 
estate: 

First—When a man acquires a piece 
of property which he has a use for 
and can pay for and expects to keep— 
that is investment. 

Second— When he buys property 
which he expects to“ sell again at an 
advance that is speculation. 

Third— When he secures property 
by putting up a nominal sum, without 
having definite resources for meeting 
subsequent payments, expecting to 
make a quick sale to save himself— 
that is gambling. .

estate is dangerous and pernicious, 
and pedple who engage in it should 
expect to share the fate of gamblers.

ket in good condition. Our wine, to 
find easy sale, must be properly aged and 
bottled. I found a growing inquiry 
among eastern consumers for it, and 
as a member of the  Viticultural 
Commission and as a _ yineyardist, 
the merchants gave me excellent treatment. 
The agencies in Washington, Baltimore and 
New Orleans are doing well, but experi- 
menters must remember that to open a first- 
class depot requires a large outlay of capi- 
tal. Edward Walden, a prominent member 
of an Ohio distilling firm, is in San Fran- 


cisco, hunting a location for a distillery. In 


the past three years his firm has sold 
48,000 gallons of California grape brandy 
annually, and now they are going into the 
distilling business themselves. I under- 
stand that Mr. Walden will avoid any 
locality where cheap grapes are in prepon- 
derance, knowing, as we all know, that it 
takes a good grape to make a good brandy, 
as well as a first-class wine.
